Users of Devindex should direct their requests for documents to the participating 
institution of the country in which the documents were produced when the material cannot 
be obtained from the source identified in the reference and provide the reference number of 
each document requested. A list of participating institutions follows this preface. Most of 
the Canadian documents are available from IDRC in the form of microfiche to users in 
developing countries.
